using PKd (which does not circulate as is) to the card and the 
card does the same with its own keys, i.e. sends CKc plus the 



signature of CKc using CKd. To check the signature of PKc (made 
by using PKd) , the card uses the public key sent by the computer 
in addition to said signature, i.e. PKc. The same is done for 
the verification of the signature of the card by the computer. --
